SANTA ROSA, Sept. 30.—Al  Grill,
who gambled with & declslon of the
State Supreme Court of Callfornia with
his life nn & wtake, will be brought here
from San Quentin for death sentence
by Superior Judge Hmmet Seawell for
the munler of W, 8, Pearce. an Alex-
ander Valley farmer.

Masy Plorcs, the sixtecn-year-old
dnughter of the munlered man was the
woman over whom the tragedy oceur
md.  Pearco waa shot to death as he
law in bed. Groll was placed under ar-
rest and accused of the murder, It was
known that Pearce objected to the ot
tention that Grill was paying to the
daughter. Grill denled that he was guil-
ty of murdep setting up the slalm that
the gun had been acoldently discharged,

The aceused man had two trials. The
juby in the first one found him guilty
of murder and flxed his punishment at
lwprisonment  for life,  This did not
satisfy him,

“I'll take & uamhll‘l'l chanee,” he sald
to his attorneys, as he was asking them
to appeul for & new trial

At this second trial the jury found
him guilty and fixed the punishment at
death. Still confident of his luck, Grill
appealed the case to the Supreme Court
Fate was against him. however, for the
Court wecently aflirmed the judgment
and Grill will buve the date for hia
execution flxel tomortow
